BLOODY BATTEL 


Sofia, Bulgaria. Oct. 24.—The T urk­ 


ish garrison at Kirk-Kilisseh consist­ 


ing of 5,000 men. surrendered to the 


Bulgarians. Two 
Turkish 
g.'iu’rals 
were among those captured. 


Kirk-Kilisseh fell at I! o'clock this 
morning, according to the latest re­ 
ports received tonight from Bulgar­ 
ian sources 
from which 
all 
news 
here originates. The Turkish troops 
retired in disorder in the direction of 
Runar-Hissar, fourteen miles to the 
southeast. They left 
a

of

lion wagons and large quantities of j 
munitions of war and fowl.

Sofia, vast crowds, bearing the flags 
of all the allied states formed proces­ 
sions and marched to th** Ore.*. Ser­ 


vian, Russian and British legations, 
I the palace and the mili ary club. In 
j front of each the national anthem was 
sung and cheers were given. 
A party of boy scouts headed one 
of the processions and the Greek min 
ister was carried through the streets 
on the shoulders of some of the en­ 
thusiastic demonstrators. Church bells 
were rung and the whole city was 
hung with flags. 
Masses will be celebrated through­ 
out Hie kingdom tomorrow for the 
Bulgarians who have fallen in the 
fighting and 
thanksgiving 
services 
will be held for the success of the 
Bulgarian arms.
